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Recente examination of plant collections from 
the State of Bahia (Brezil) has revealed the presence 


of two species of Metastelma new to science.

Slender vines. Stems terete, tomentose. Leaves 
Opposite and decussate; lamina ovate or elliptic, tomen- 
tose, basally obtuse or truncate, mucronate at the a- 
pex, the margins revolute at least when dry, bullate a- 
bove, 18-25 mm long, 12-18 mm wide, with up to 4 coni- 
cal glands at juncture of petiole; petioles tomentose, 
3-4 mm long. Inflorescence an extra-axillary umbelli- 
form cyme, sessile or subsessile, ca. 9-flowered; pedi- 
cels pubescent up to 3 mm long. Calyx deeply lobed, lo- 


bes ovate, apex acute, pubescent outside, glabrous insi- 
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de, 1.3-1.5 mm long, ca. 1 mm wide, with one or two mi 
nute glands at inside base of each sinus. Corolla sub- 
campanulate, cream colored; tube 1.8-2 mm long, pubes- 
cent outside, glabrous inside; lobes oblong, apex obtu- 
se and incurved, pubescent on outer surface, barbellate 
within (trichomes retrorse), 4-4.5 mm long, 1.3-1.5 mm 
wide. Corona 5-lobed, lobes linear or lanceolate, erect, 
apex acute or acuminate, surpassing the gynostegium, 
2-2.2 mm high, 0.4-0.6 mm wide. Anthers scutate, 0.45- 
0.54 mm long, 0.66-0.72 wide at base, appendages ovate, 
O227-0.33 mm long. Corpusculum linear or oblong, up to 
0.20 mm long and ca. 0.07 mm wide; translador arms hori 
zontal, 0.07-0.09 mm long; pollinia elliptical or subel 
liptical, with the edges obtuse or rounded, 0.22-0.24 
mm long, 0.08-0.10 mm wide. Stigmatic appendix apicula 
te, covered by anther appendages.

Leaves opposite and decussate; glabrous or with 
emtew trichomes at juncture of blade and petiole; lami 
na oblong to elliptic, with nerves incospicuous, basal 
ly obtuse or subtruncate, mucronate at the apex, the 
margins revolute at least when dry, 10-20 mm long, 5-8 
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mm wide, 2-3 glands present at juncture with petiole; 
petiole up to 4 mm long. Inflorescence a extra-axillary 
umbelliform cyme, 12-15-flowered; peduncles glabrous, l- 
2 mm long; pedicels glabrous, 4-6 mm long. Calyx deeply 
lobed, lobes ovate, glabrous, apex acute or obtuse, i 
1.2 mm long, 0.8-1.0 mm wide at the base, with one or 
two minute glands at inside base of each sinus. Corolla 
rotate, cream-colored; tube glabrous outside, inside pu 
bescent, up to 1 mm long; lobes ovate or elliptic, erect, 
acute at apex, glabrous outside, puberulent inside at 
margins and apex, pubescent at middle and base, 2.2-2.5 
mm long; 1.3-1.5°mm widen Corona >3=1l0bed, lobes lanceola 
te to suboblong, apex acute or acuminate, sometimes bilo 
bed, surpassing the gynostegium, 1.8-2.0 mm high, ca.0.5 
mm wide. Anthers scutate, ca. 0.7 mm long, 0.7-0.8 mm wi 
de at base, appendages ovate, Ca. 0.6 mm long. Corpuscu 
lum oblong or ovate, apex emarginate, ca. 0.17 mm long, 
0.08-0.09 mm wide; translator arms horizontal-descending, 
0.13-0.15 mm long; pollinia clavate, 0.28-0.31 mm long, 
0.18-0.20 mm wide. Stigmatic appendix apiculate, covered 
by anther appendages.
